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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-14 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the limitation "the frame assembly defines an opening at the rotation 
axis" renders the claim vague and indefinite since it is unclear what structure is being 
claimed. 

In claim 12, it is unclear what structure is being claimed by the limitation, "the first 
and second arc segments define complete circles." Do Applicants mean a closed 
circle? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another 
filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, 
except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects 
for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2, 5-6, 11-12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hotchkiss et al. (US 5,102,411). 

Hotchkiss et al. disclose a frame assembly for external fixation including: a first 
arc segment 38; a second arc segment 58 that is rotatably coupled to the first arc 
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segment; a plurality of apertures 41 in the first arc segment wherein the first and second 
arc segments are couplable to the bone for at least partially circumscribing the bone 
such that the rotation axis is substantially parallel to the longitudinal axis of the bone 
(see Fig. 1). 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, Hotchkiss et al. disclose a drive unit or crank 76 
attached to the second arc segment 58 (col. 4, lines 46-68 and col. 5, lines 1-14). 

Claims 1-5, 12-17, 19-20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Janowski et al. (US 6,860,883). 

Janowski et al. disclose an external fixation frame assembly including: a first arc 
segment 22; a generally l-shaped second arc segment 20; and a plurality of apertures 
1 16 in the first arc segment 20 wherein the first arc segment 22 has an extension 
slidably received in a cooperative recess of the second arc segment (Figs. 1-3 and col. 
8, lines 20-63). 

The method steps of claims 15-17, 19 and 20 are inherently performed when the 
Janowski et al. apparatus is used for external fixation. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments submitted under "REMARKS" in the response filed on 
June 20, 2007 have been fully considered but are moot in view of the new grounds of 
rejection, i.e., an alternative interpretation of Hotchkiss et al. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 18 and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
